I'wis. beans nnd beets are among the most popular of borne gar- 


den crops, says tho bvilletin ot the National Kmeigoncy Food1 Garden 
Commission which Is co-operating with The Courier in urging tho 
planting ot gardens this year. 


Peas can be plnuted as. itoon as Lho ground can bo worked in the 


spring, as they aru not easily injured by light frosts. The seeds come 
in early arid late varieties, too curly seeds being smooth and tho late 
wrinkled. 
My selecting these varieties and plfmting seeds every 10 


days or two weeks until warm weather sets in, your garden will pro- 
duce fresh peae for a long period during tho growing season. 


Recommended early brands oC pous are Alaska, First and Best, 


and GrnrJua. These arc all ground pc-ai. not icquirtng supports. Later 
varieties, which muse be supported with brusli, ati-lugs stretched be- 
tween stakL'S, or chicken wire, are Champion ot lingland, Telephone, 
und Prlx.u Taker. 


I'lant seeds two or three incites deep. It is wall to plant double 


rows 6 Indies npart, tlie middle space being used tor the supports. _A 
apace of three or four feot should separate these pairs of ro\vb. 


Beans should not bo planted until danger of frost is over. String 


beans and lima. beaiiB grow on low bushes or ou climbing vines; you 
can got either variety. Foi n conllnuous supply, plant every 10 days 
(never moi-e than two Inches deep) bush beans tbree'or four inches 
apart, and climbing or polo beans lu. hills four or five toot apart. 


For pole beans plant eight or ]0 seeds in each 1»11 and th.n to 


three or four when the plants come up. The poles, five or six feet 
long, should he firmly fixed in the centers ot the hills. Have two rows 
of hills and slanting the poles so that each set of tour may be tied to- 
gether at the top for mutual inpport, Indian topoo fashion. 


Boots are an early spring <-iop, being safely planted when the dan- 


ger of frost is pnst. Sown thickly in rows one foot apart they should 
be lator thinned to stand three or four inches apart. Three plantings 
will give a continuous supply.
